4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not show a drive-by-wire riding lawn mower as claimed which includes, among the 
recited elements, the microprocessor operating the mower in a normal mode when the 
mode switch is in the work position and reducing a rate at which the at least two wheels 
steer the m6wer when the mode switch is in the transport mode by reducing a sensitivity 
to a steering input from the at least one controller so that the mower can safely turn 
during high speed operation.
